We have not that exalted opinion of 
the eharity of thé enemy to think Uiat oth- 
er more dreadful means vpuld not be em- 
ployed, to heightea ou miseries and 
complete the destruction of the nation. 
The southern states would be doomed 
to encounter horrors at which humanity 
shudders. The subject is a tender one, 
but the appearance of the times should 
inspire us with courage to look our situ- 
ation in the face.

The sare 
ceser:ption of politicians who “ laugh to 
scorn” the idea of our subjugation, have 
uniformly predicted with triumph the 
destruction and disgrace of every coali- 
tion formed for the security of Lurope. 
They boast that their prophectes have 
been verified ; that the Continent has 
been forced to cower under the Impecria! 
Eagles for protection; and yet they af- 
fect to think that we alone can resist 
his power when he chooses to extend 
his arm across the Atlantick. Boast- 
fui in vain, they entertain no fears that 
the very thought of independence wiil 
take flight from every American bo- 
som, When the tyrant’s power can be efhi- 
ciently and openly emploged against our 
liberty. What combined Europe, rich, 
powerful and skilled in arms, could not 
accoruplish America, single handed, 
would find the mere pleasure and em- 
ployment of an hour. 

It contradicts the opinion entertained 
by all mankind of the sagacity and po- 
liical knowledge of the Emperor to sup- 
pose a false notion of our power and 
resources would deter him from the ex- 
culion of his project, to convert the A- 
merican States into French Cojonies. It 
is not for us to instruct him as to our 
strength and condition, or to let him in- 
to the important secret of the reduced 
state ofour resources. Already has the 
tyrant heard with joy and exultation of 
our poor and humbled condition. He 
has net at this late day to learn of the 
progress of his agents in sowing the 
seeds of discord, and fomenting dange- 
rous dissentions among our citizens. 
He well knows that even in a time of 
profound peace, government has ed 
driven to the desporate expedient of 
negociating a disgraceiul loan to defray 
its ordinary expences.—lIt is not un- 
known to him, that Americans are un- 
skilled in the science of war, and have 
been bereft by the hand of time of almost 
every officer to whom it would be sale to 
commit the fate of a raw and undisciplin- 
ed army. 

But it has been said, “ while the Brit- 
ish navy rides mistress of the ocean, the 
French can no more psass it than they 
could ford the bettomiess pit.” While 
England stands we do not fear an open 
and direct inyasion. We should be safe 
and confident of security if this were the 
only mode in which we could be assailed. 
Napoleon is seldom baffled or confound- 
ed by the want of means, to arrive at his 
atrocious ends. What open force can- 
not accomplish, intrigue and treachery 
will perform. An army cannot be at 
once transported to our sheres, but tie 
materials to compose it have been gra- 
dually introduced amongst us inthe most 
specious shape, and under pretexts the 
most plausible and imposing. The U. 
States, including New-Orleans, have not 
less than 40,000 effective men, whom 
the Emperor no doubt counts on as the 
instruments of his ambition—-Suppo- 
sing Spain to be subdued and South A- 
merica to fall into his train, the fearful 
occasion of force wouid palsy the stoutest 
hearts amongst us. 

South America reduced to obedience, 
Napoleon is possessed of means which 

e at least will think sufficient to pur- 
chase or enforce our servitude. 
has the faith in the monster’s humanity 
to imagine that the means placed with- 
in his reach woutd be left unimproved. 
The hungry tiger of Bengal lets not his 
prey escape when once within his fangs. 
While “ the gallant and persecuted Wil- 
kinson” is engagedat Washingtonin wri- 
ting a fabulous history of his iife and ex- 
pioits, the vioridas would be seized and 
New-Orleans wrested fromus. The sig- 
val for action given, the emissarics which 
swerm in our sea ports would shew 
themselves in battle array. Embedic® 
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guised policy of France, through the in- 
trivues of her emissaries, to make Amer- 
icaus the artificers of their own ruin. 

Vhat cannot be effected by their aris, 
will finally be accomplished by open yio- 
lence. 

The workings of Prench emissaries 
first shewed themse!ves during the ad- 
} ministration of Washiugton. It was the 

policy of the then government of Vrance 
to gain her point by intrigue merely, bu 
since the destroying angel has usur- 
ped the throne, he scems to have re- 
solved totry what numbers and force 
could do.

If America does fal], it will be by a blind 
devotion to her avowed and bitter enemy, 
who will not condescend even to conceal 
his hatred, or cloak his designs against 
our liberties. The United States Is the 
only natien which boasts of its indepen- 
} denze that ever submitted to such gross 
abuse, insolence and injustice, as have 
been received from France; and she and 
her allies are the only nations from whom 
it would be received without a clamyur. 
We have permitted our minister to be 
degraded at the court of France. He 
and his government have been insulted 
to his face, and the records of the state 
department will shew to posterity, lan- 
guage and threats used to intimidate, 
which an administration regardful of hon- 
est fame and honor would biush to read. 
This despicable coward-like conduct has 
emboldened the tyrant’s emissaries, while 
it had an humiliating, enervating inilu- 
ence upon the feelings of the American 
people.

This province, being much oppressed, 
tried last year what Caraccas efiected in 
the present, but the neighboring provin- 
ces not beiag ripe yetto join them, they 
were induced again to acknowledge the 
authority of the vice king of Santa Fe, 
who had not only promised them to for- 
wet iheir opposition, but aiso that they 
should retain a provincial junta. But 
the vice king, again reinstated, kept no 
promise, had them all imprisoned and 
many condemned to death. On the 2d 
August, some of the prisoners rose a- 
gainst their guards; a bloody conflict 
cnsued—a battalion of troops from Li- 
ma, which had been at Quito since last 
year, was Iet loose upon the people, and 
they have murdered, of men, women and 
children, about four thousand, and piun- 
dered the stores of the Quitonian mer- 
chants. On the 5th September, one 
thousand armed volunteers set off for 
the assistance of Quito, and an equal 
number had gone from the intermediate 
provinces between Santa Fe and Quito, 
viz: Popayan and Pastor. Tiree days 
of public mourning were observed at 
Santa Fe, and the same will take place 
here, for their brethren destroyed at Qui- 
to. The vice king of Santa le and sev- 
eral of his council are at present here tn 
prison. No biood has been shed either 
here or at Santa Fe.” 





WEST FLORIDA DECLARED 
INDEPENDENT. 
From the Natchez Weekly Chronicle. 
We yesterday received by express trom our 
correspondent in West-Florida, the following 
highly interesting communications, which 
we lose no time in laying before our read- 
ers -— 
Head-quarters, Fort of Baton Rouge, 
Sepiember 24, 1810. 
Sir—In obedience to the order of the couven- 
tion beasing date the 22d inst. I directed major 
Johnson to assemble such of the cavalry as might 
be ready at hand and march immediately ior 
the Fort of Baton Rouge ; 1 then procecded to 
Springfield’ where 1 found forty-four of the gren- 
adier company, commanded by col. Ballenger, 
waiting the orders of the convention ; at one 
o’clock in the morning of the 23d we joined ma- 
jor Johnson and captain Griffith, with 21 of the 
Bayou Sara cayalry, and five ov six other pat iot- 
ic gentlemen joined us on our march ; at 4 o’- 
clock the same morning, we made the at- 
tack. My orders were not to fire iil we receiy- 
ed ashot from the garvison, and to cry out in 
French and English, “ground your arms and 
‘ou shall not be hurt ;” this order was strictly 
attended to by the volunteers ull we recess eda 
discharge of musketry from the guard house 
where the governor Was, which was briskly re- 
turned by the volunteers , we received nu dam- 
age on our part; of the governor s troops, fieut. 
Louis Grand Pre was mortaly wounded, jieut.. 
J. B. Metzegnes, commandant of artillery, was 
also wounded, one private was killed and four 
badly wounded : we took twenty-one prisoners, 
among whom is colonel Celassus, the yest ol the 
garrison escaped by flight. 4 he magazines, 
stores, &c. found in the gacrison have.neen repel t- 
ed to you by Jas.
